CAF’s Nkoma Attacks 


‘Arrogance’ 


LONDON (UPI)—An African 
leader Sunday challenged Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan to 
temper white “arrogance” or 
face “widespread” bloodshed in 
Britain’s troubled Central Afri- 
can Federation. 


Joshua Maqabuko-Nkoma, ex- 
ternal affairs director of the 
Federation’s African National 
Democratic Party, urged Mac- 
millan to immediately suspend 
the powers under which a white- 
backed Government runs the 
mainly African federation. 

Nkoma warned, on the eve 
of talks to study a_ possible 
Constitution revision, that Mac- 
millan should immediately sus- 
pend the Constitution or “have 
widespread bloodshed.” 

Nkoma, here for the talks, bit- 
terly attacked the Federation’s 
European-supported leader, Sir 


Roy Welensky, and territorial 
Prime Minister Sir Edgar White-|

Typhoon Polly, with 86 mile 
winds, was situated 109 miles 
southwest of Okinawa at 9 p.m. 
yesterday moving north-north- 
west at three miles an hour. At 
its present rate of travel, it will 
be 127 miles west of Okinawa 
tonight, the Air Force said.

3,000 Rebels Give Up 
Arms in Luluabourg 


LEOPOLDVILLE (AP) 
—Three thousand Congolese 
rebel soldiers Sunday laid down 
their arms before a Tunisian 
United Nations task force in 
Luluabourg in Kasai Province. 

U.N. headquarters announced 
that the 1,000-man Tunisian 
force was in full control of 
Luluabourg, about 600 miles 
southeast of here. 

The Tunisians were greeted 
enthusiastically by cheering 
Congolese soldiers, a U.N 
spokesman said. 

He said U.N. troops continued 
their advance into other regions 
of the Congo. Evacuation of 
points held by Belgian troops 
was being carried out “on sched- 
ule and without difficulties,” the 
spokesman added.

Seki was believed killed when 
his transport was sunk off 
Guam in 1944. His death was 
officially reported to his family 
in April 1947. 

After his ship sunk, he was 
washed ashore on a. small is- 
land near Guam and spent two 
years in the jungle protected by 
the native woman whom he 
later married. 

He surrendered to U.S. forces 
after the war ended and was 
moved to Guam where he studi- 
ed medicine to become a veteri- 
narian. 

Seki’s family entered Japan 
on a .three-month tourist visa. 
Customs officials said special 
procedures will be taken imme- 
diately to enable them to stay 
here another three years.

According to the , 
half-Ainu women have a fair 
chance to find non-Ainu Japa- 
nese husbands but pure Ainu 
women rarely. For that rea- 
son, some pure Ainu women 
now and then commit suicide. 

Ainu women are fighting 
against strong social na- 
tion. Ainu are a tourism show- 
case—"a dying race,” toward 
whom the Japanese have a cer- 
tain sympathy. But that sym- 
pathy doesn’t run deep enough 
to absorb them into Japanese 
society. Yet, quite a few “non- 
Alnu” Japanese have Ainu 
blood acquired in much the 
manner as Caucasian Americans 
have Indian blood. 

Ainu-non-Ainu 
“mixed” 
weekly, 
male marriage partners are 
mostly men from “poor slum 
areas or the uneducated class 
in Japan.” 

The Ainu Association, estab- 
lished In 1945 and reorganized 
this month, has started helping 
Ainu youth not only to find 
non-Ainu mates but to give 
them vocational training and 
scholarships. 

The magazine says that there 
are 12,000 Ainu in Hokkaido— 
in the areas of Chikabumi in 
Asahikawa, Shiraoi in Nobori- 
betsu and Hiratori in Hidaka. 
Fifty per cent of them are en- 
gaged in farming and 20 per 
eent, fishing. Others work as 
either day-today or contract 
labors. Their average monthly 
income is from ¥8,000 to 
¥12,000. But many of them 
live on Only ¥4,000 or ¥5,000 a 
month. 

Modern civilization hasn't 
reached them yet. Few houses 
have water wells. Ainu use 
river or pool water, even for 
drinking. Few have obtained 
governmental jobs or employ- 
ment with big companies. 

Above all, Ainu face discrim- 
ination and contempt at schools 
and in general society.

At 8 p.m. Feb. 27, 1936, 
Ogushi, then a Kojimachi police 
station traffic policeman, receiv- 
ed a telephone call through the 
direct line between the police 
station and the Imperial House- 
hold Agency. Exhausted, the 
station police chief was sleep- 
ing with his legs on his desk. 
The station was still surrounded 
by rebel young military 
officers and their soldiers. Gun 
shots were occasionally heard 
outside. 

The voice at the other end of 
the telephone line hastily said, 
“This is Hirohito . . . Hirohito.” 
The policeman couldn't associ- 
ate the name with that of the 
Emperor. Wearily, he _ said: 
“Moshi-moshi . . . moshi-moshi 
«..” The telephone clicked. 

The telephone rang again. A 
new voice asked for the station 
chief. Policeman Ogushi didn’t 
want to wake up his tired 
superior officer and so he said 
that he was that person. The 
voice said that Japan’s greatest 
man wished to talk to him. He 
merely thought he was being 
teased by someone. 

Another voice started asking 
questions about the safety of 
the political leaders who were 
attacked by the rebel officers 
on the previous day. When in- 
formed that Prime Minister 
Okada was thought to be alive 
but that there was no way to 
make sure, the voice suddenly 
and sadly said: “With whom 
should ‘Chin’ (first person pro- 
noun used by the Emperor) get 
in touch?” 

At that time, only those who 
had received from the Emperor 
ranks above “sonin” were al- 
lowed to speak to the Emperor. 
To a policeman, or any other 
cammoner, it was incredible to 
be able to talk with the 
Emperor over a telephone.

“It’s scientific and correct to 
consider the universe as ‘one 
full of life.’ We can’t definite- 
ly say that there is no other 
planet like the earth. Although 
a self-proclaimed spaceman can 
be a madman, it’s still notewor- 
thy that the seed of : madness, 
in a sense, is related to an idea 
ahead of its time.” 

But Sakai’s imagination ap- 
pears rather too limited to lead 
us into a new age just yet.

It is believed that those who 
pay homage to the deity will recéive the same blessing as those who 
visit the shrine 1,000 times. All day long 600 Buddhist scriptures will be 
chanted by the priests.

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~ Japan’s Economic Program 


The Ikeda Cabinet has come to power at a time when 
Japan is still enjoying a period of economic prosperity and 
the outlook for trade and industry is generally regarded 


as good 


It is true that the recent white paper, compiled by the 


Beonomic Planning Agency, 


stated that Japan’s economy 


is facing a period of “temporary lull” but the general spirit 
of optimism does not appear to have experienced any 


setback. 


The new Prime Minister, who while International 
Trade and Industry Minister in the Kishi Cabinet was 
responsible for enunciating such an extremely optimistic 
idea as doubling the national income in 10 years, is naturally 
expected by the nation at large to place special emphasis _ 
during his administration on economic questions. Fortunate- 
ly for the Government, and for the nation, the unhappy 
political events which preceded the resignation of the 


Kishi Cabinet, 


such as the Hagerty 


Incident and the 


cancellation of the invitation to President Eisenhower, did 
not have the economic repercussions in the United States— 
Japan’s most important trading porte had been 


feared. 


The Ikeda Government consequently starts with a clean 


slate in this respect, and there seems 


‘ery chance of the 


close commercial cooperation betweenAhis country and the 
United States not only being maifined but increased in 


some important respects. 


/ 


What appears to be a doubfful factor in the future, 


however, seems to be the- 


ade liberalization program. 


There is still a good deal of uncertainty as to how this 


will affect the nation’s economy as a whole. 


Before leaving 


office, the Kishi Government approved a foreign exchange 
and trade liberalization plan designed to free current trans- 
actions in foreign exchange in the next two years and to 
liberalize import trade up to 80 per cent in three years. 
This plan, which was worked out by the Economic Planning 
Agency in consultation with other Government agencies 


concerned, was on the whole well conceived. 


It stressed 


that Japan’s exchange and trade liberalization should be 
stepped up by giving special attention to the characteristic 


conditions of the Japanese economy. 


It pointed out as 


factors in the situation the existence in Japan of numerous 
small farming, fishing and other enterprises, the lack of 
connection here with international economic blocs, such as 
the European Common Market, and the discriminatory treat- 
ment still being given to Japanese goods by various foreign 


nations. 


The special measures advocated to meet the changing 


situation included expansion 


of employment, increase in 


exports through closer cooperation with underdeveloped 
nations and other means, swift development of heavy and 
chemical industries and modernization of small enterprises. 
These measures are all ‘more or less in train today and the 
latest reports reveal extensive programs are being entered 
upon to develop the heavy and chemical industries— 


especially in the Osaka area. 


The extension of the export trade ralses many problems— 


whichever way one looks at the subject. 


The underdevelop- 


ed countries might become good customers for Japanese 
goods if they were only in a better position to buy, but it is 
obvious in most cases that their economic improvement to 
such a stage that they can import freely will not be hurried. 


There are still those who 


look for a large increase of 


trade with the Communist bloc. Even where there are no 
political implications, we cannot believe large expectations 


are justified. 


There was announced earlier this menth a barter plan 
with Communist China made through the Socialist Party 
and Sohyo by which it was hoped that some ¥83 million 
worth of Japanese farming equipment and farm chemicals 
could be exported to Red China within the next few months 


in exchange for lacquer, tale and chestnuts. 


Small business 


like this may be possible from time to time, but sych trans- 
actions are a long way from the big business which the 
overoptimistic would have us believe possible with the 


Chinese Reds. 


Even this latest transaction, which has yet 


to materialize, was probably agreed to in Peiping rather 
for the purpose of conciliating and encouraging the Japanese 
leftists than because of any urgently felt need for the 


transaction. 


, 


With regard to the expansion of Japanese markets in 


Burope, the outlook remains 


difficult. Trade competition 


has become so keen in that area that every nation is watch- 


ing every move with a jealous eye. 


The recent Anglo- 


Japanese trade agreement—on the. whole a fair arrange- 
ment but not one that can be considered as unduly favoring 
Japan—has met with criticism from various industries in 
Britain. We seem to be coming to a situation when every- 
one wants to sell as much as possible and to buy as little 
as possible—a poor recommendation for international trade! 

In all the circumstances of the case, it is unlikely that 
the Ikeda Cabinet will deem it necessary to depart to 
any wide extent from the economic policies pursued by the 


last government. 


The. main lines of the established policy 
are, we are convinced, quite. sound. 


It is perhaps not 


possible to see clearly as far ahead as we should like, 
and some changes may be necessary in what is felt now 


to be an adequate program. 


Today the world is being 


largely reshaped in an economic, as well as in a political 
sense, and businessmen must be on the qui vive to utilize 
each fresh development, as it occurs, for the furtherance 
of their own and the world’s trade.

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WASHINGTON—A revolu- 
tion in American politics, which 
had in fact been long in the 
making but had never before 
been generally recognized, is 
now out the open. 


The historic domination of 
‘he Democratic Party by the 
state governors has drawn to 
its close, as has just been 
shown in Los Angeles. 

The Congressional wing of 
the party has come into 
its own.

The Democratic Presidential 
nominee, Sen. John F. Kennedy, 
also started his public life in 
the House—in the same year, 
1946, which sent Nixon there. 
Kennedy, too, went from the 
House to the Senate,..His run- 
ning mate, Sen. yrtion B. 
Johnson, is also an old House 
man who later became a Senate

MANILA (AP)—"“The official 
course of Japan has become 
crystal clear,” the Philippines 
Herald said editorially Wednes- 
day.

We cannot understand why 
there are some within the Gov- 
ernment and the Liberal-Democ- 
ratic Party who are opposing 
the projected extension of the 
existing Japan-North Korea Re- 
patriation Agreement.

Nation a Social Paradox 


Of Primitives, Cultured 


By MARK GAYN 


This is the fourth in a series 
of 10 articles. 


MOSCOW—In one of this 
city’s many squares, Madison 
Ave. comes to the Red world. 
Here stands a modernistic build- 
ing of the government's own 
august organ, Izvestia, or News, 
and at night lighted words race 
across its top with a@ message 
for the curious and devout. 


Here, one balmy evening not 
long ago, I joined the crowd to 
wait for the revelation. 

When it came, however, it 
Was not quite what I expected. 

“The store, ‘Kazakhstan’ in 
Moscow,” said the first item to 
flash across, “sells products of 
Kazakh economy, such as meat, 
fish, etc.” 

“Cross the street only at de- 
signated points,” said the next 
message. “Fat ice cream: it's 
good for you, and aiso tasty. 
It's especially good in summer,” 
said a third. I watched the 
faces of my  neighbors—a 
woman in a peasant kerchief, a 
man with a worker's cap, two 
men in skull caps of Central 
Asia, a band of young soldiers 
—and suddenly it dawned on 
me that I was face to face with 
a vital Soviet truth. 

The fact is that this nation 
is a social paradox—a society 
that is half primitive and half 
sophisticated; an economy that’s 
half kerosene and half electron- 
ics. One long night I shared a 
train compartment with a lead- 
ing physicist, and he was telling 
me proudiy of miracles being 
achieved by Soviet science in 
harnessing sun energy. But 
on another evening, my com- 
panions were two Uzbeks, 
pleasant and solid citizens, who 
frowned on this whole undec- 
orous business of dancing and, 
politely, wanted to know where 
Canada is, 

An army of sophisticates is 
growing steadily. A little party 
handbook that’s the “bible of 
every active Communist, records 
that Russia now has some 
300,000 scientists, and the Soviet 
economy has more‘than 8 mil- 
lion men and women with a 
higher or special technical 
education. This circle.is widen- 
ing constantly. Between last 
year and 1965, the nation’s uni- 
versities will have added an- 
other 2,300,000 specialists of one 
sort or another. 

Yet the basic fact about the 
Soviet Union is that it’s still

a half-peasant country. There 
have been sharp changes in the 
countryside, but, despite trac- 
tors and libraries and powerful 
loudspeakers biaring across 
villages the clash between pro- 
gress and backwardness is on 
all sides. 


Walk down any main street 
in any major city and you'll 
find bookstands that bring cul- 
ture right down to the side- 
walk. Each will always have a 
few people, or sometimes a 
crowd, leafing hungrily through 
the latest books—and Buying 
them. 

It’s true the Soviets published 
a staggering 303 million ‘copies 
of Lenin's books since 1917. 
But they also publish nearly all 
of the best, and much of the 
drivel, from the West, and peo- 
ple devour it with an appetite 
that would delight publishers in 
London or New York. 

Similarly, this is a theatergo- 
ers’ world. On most main streets, 
and even in the Moscow sub- 
way, you'll find tiny kiosks 
with the inevitable queue before 
each. These sell tickets to 
theaters and movies. On a typi- 
cal evening Moscow offered a 
choice of 27 plays, operas and 
ballet performances, not to 
count long-hair music, a circus 
and vaudeville, and tickets were 
all but impossible to obtain. 
The same was true from 
Leningrad to Tashkent. This is 
all on the credit side. 

But this must be balanced 
against, say alcoholism. Drink- 
ing is widespread, intensive, 
stupefying and often violent. 

Not too long ago, Khrushchev 
passed a decree limiting the 
amount of vodka an individuat 
could order in each restaurant. 
If it’s in force I saw no signs of 
this. 

In Samarkand at night the 
square before the hotel was 
filled with an inebriated crowd, 
and streets echoed to the sounds 
of quarrels and scuffies. 
Stalingrad during May Day 
celebrations, seemed to have 
been taken over by drunks— 
and there for the first time I 
saw the Soviet variant of hip 
flasks, except these were kept 
in inside breast pockets. And 
in the train somewhere off 
Pinsk, at eight in the morning, 
I watched a long succession of 
men breakfasting on black 
bread, cucumber salad, a tum- 
bler or two of vodka, and a 
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chaser of beer. , 
This staggering drunkennes¢, 


a Soviet writer told me, is “an 
escape from cares, drudgery and 
problems of the day.” It'g,also 
soil in which crimes (inclidi 
sexual) bloom and social ilis 
flourish (in railroad stations of 
Moscow vodka goes along with 
open prostitution). 

It is a land in which tigtit 

political discipline goes along 
with violence in personal life 
and much violence is sparked 
by alcohol. - 
A new society as complex as 
this requires new forms of 
social control, and the best 
minds in the party’s central 
committee have long been 
working on the problem. One 
such novel device is “narodnve 
druzhini” or people's brigades. 
These are a form of vigilantes, 
attached to militia but not part 
of it. 

My first glimpse of druzhiniki 
in action came my first night 
here. I was on Gorki Street 
when | saw a scuffle ahead. 
When | came closer I saw three 
youths twisting the arms of 
two other youngsters behind 
their backs. Soon a fourth one 
came to the heip of the trio, 
and the two young men, still 
with arms twisted high up their 
backs, were rushed a city block 
to a waiting gray truck with 
wire mesh on the back door. 
The two had apparently made 
some offensive remarks to a 
passerby, “and druzhiniki ran 
them off to the militia station. 
A militiaman stood nearby and 
watched the struggle with some 
interest but did not participate. 

I-was to see these druzhiniki 
in every town I visited. Some- 
times they operate with red 
bands on their arms, sometimes 
without. In small towns 
they're already replacing re- 
gular militia. But they remain 
vigilantes, and I've heard a 
great deal of grumbling about 
their strong arm activities. 

A judge in a Moscow court, 
however, was all for them. 
Druzhini, she said, are an essen- 
tial device whereby the pubiic 
itself can enforce “discipline 
and public order” in factories, 
schools and streets. 

Once they arrest a culprit, he 
may be brought before another 
form of social control—“com- 
rades’ courts”"—which are now 
being introduced into legal 
codes. These “courts” are held 
in public in the factory or office 
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where the offender is emploved, 
and they're empowered to warn 
him, reprimand him, fine him 
up to $10, or recommend either 
a cut in his pay for up to 90 
days or outright dismissal. 

There's no appeal from the 
decision. 

“Comrades” courts” may deal 
with a wide range of offences 
from hooliganism and drunken- 
ness to wife beating, absen- 
teeism and poor work. 

An official in a huge textile 
mill in Tashkent told me that 
such trials of a culprit by his 
own peers have proven effective 
in the few instances they have 
been tried at the plant. 

This, then, is the complex 
society that Mr. K governs, and 
these are a few of the controls 
he employs. If these fail there 
are of course harsher ways— 
though even critics of the ré- 
gime told me dread of the 
police has declined. 

It is a _ society quick to 
employ violence; it is a society, 
I was surprised to find with its 
nerves on edge—with people 
shouting or screaming at each 
other at what seemed the slight- 
est provocation, with others 
breaking into tears, and with 
symptoms of tension clear to 
the naked eye. A _ social. psy- 
chologist would find here an 
amazingly fertile field for ex- 
ploration—if he were allowed 
to work freely. 

But tense or not, this is a 
society operating at breakneck 
speed, creating great material 
Values and conscious of its 
goals.
